2. During the voyage to Odessa 
off the Island of the Serpents 

a large naval radar installation, located near the lighthouse, and five 
large radio antennas, two of which were of the trellis type and the 50 XI-HUM 
others of the rod type. On the same island at the northern 

end two new two-story buildings, cube-shaped and of very simple construction. 

A motor patrol vessel flying the Soviet flag was cruising near the island.

3. On the Sea of Marmora

In 
the area marked with red lines in the attached sketch a 1 

quantity of newly built medium- weight trucks lined up in several rows 

estimated their number at 200. Hole C was occupied by crates of various 
sizes and shapes , some rectangular, others round. The latter probably 
contained electric cable. Their destination could not be ascertained.
